I have been in luck so far, and here I 


am at White Horse Canyon with a seven 
dog team and two men. 


A week ago I had to go from our camp 


at Lake Bennett, whera I was camped 
with the Mlzners, back "to Dyea for some 
articles we desired. While at Dyea I met 
a Mr. Palmer there at dinner ia the hotel, 
and had a very pleasant chat with him, 
I thought no more of It than having made 
the acquaintance of a very ploasant and 
intelligent gentleman. I went to Shaep'B 
Carnp the next day, where I remained 
over night. On my way back to Lake 
Bennett in the morr.ing I happened to 
moot Mr. Palmer again, and we walked 
up to the summit together, disciisslns the 
trip ahead o£ us to Dawson. 


Ho informed ma that he was going to 


Dawson for the New York Press with 
=even dogs and a driver. While we were 
waiting on the summit for his dogs and 
outfit, he suddenly turned to me and said: 
"How would you like to go to Dawson 
with me?" It did not take me long to 
study over that proposition. I told him I 
would join him at once, yo he said "Come 
along"—and I came. I rushed back to 
camp, packed up my clothes and bedding 
and joined Mr. Falnier when he reached 
our cu: 
I 


about thirty miles a day, owing to a very* 
fine team of dogs. 
We use three Hleds, • 


one long dog sled with five native dogs, ' 
end a trail sled and a regular seven foot 
sled with a pair of large St. Bernards, 
which I drive, and an expert driver I urn 
getting to be.

always ready to lend a helping band to 
every one.

lters. We got along nicely, and our ac- 
quaintance may be the means of doing 
something for each other when we reach 
tho mines. 


My outfit of provisions will come down 


on tha boat with the Mizners, and by 
going in this way I have from B'.X weeks 
to two months ahead of tho crowd before 
the river opens. 


In my next letter I will endeavor to give 


you some details of camp life and how we 
live on the trail, when I can sit down 
quietly, in" case there is any quiet to bo 
had in that part of the country. 


The weather is simply beautiful. I wear 


just my ordinary clothing.', a light under- 
shirt and a sweater, except in traveling; 
then I put on a loose sh:rc made of over- 
all material, with a hood called a pauki. 
It keeps tho wind off and is light and 
warm.

Francisco paper a statement of the de- 
ficiency of the funds o£ the Central 
Christian Church, with which my name 
is associated, I 'beg to express at this 
first opportunity my denial 
of 
any 


compromising action. 
I am not sur- 


prised that the manifest littleness of 
my successor has accordingly lessened 
the receipts of the congregation. 
If 


there is a, deficiency now, I am confi- 
dent there was no discrepancy in my 
accounts with the treasurer. 


"Upon my resignation I submitted to 


the officers of the church a financial 
statement, which was accepted, and 
voluntarily a motion 
was 
made and 


addresSBd by the clerk 
to me, com- 


mending me in its satiafactoriness. As 
for Mr. H. E. Maglll referred to, I can 
but In ;ustlce to him express my confi- 
dence in his exactness as an account- 
ant. 


"In the beginning of my successor's 


pastorate, In our denominational jour- 
nals and private letters, I have be- 
sought the blessing1 of God upon his la- 
bors. 
To--his constituency before my 


departure T made an exhortation to loy- 
alty under the new ministry. The ef- 
fort of Mr. Sawyer to detect deficiency 
on my behalf, is only accountable in 
his humiliation at realizing his incom- 
petency In meeting the 
expectations 


and requirements of such a congrega- 
tion. His prejudiced references to his 
predecessor have resulted in. the disgust 
and departure of many of the members, 
resignation from the officiary and an 
alienation of the former attending non- 
membership.
